Dear Hugh: 


Mother is a member of the Daughters of American Colonists on her descent 
from Thomas Warren, member of the House of Burgesses, otc., the same line ny 
sister used in joining the Colonial Dames, but as you of course know there are 
others we could use for the colonial period organizations such as our men’s 
Society of Colonial Wars. Mother also belongs to the Daughters of Colonial 
Wars and the Pilgrims Society on the same line - Thomas Warren ~ and, incidentally, 
in working out my sister's Colonial Dames papers I was able to learn the full 
maiden names of all of the wives in the line except the wives of Thomas Warren, the 
immigrant, whose third wife, our ancestress, was Jane King, widow of John King 
(her third husband was Samuel Plaw) and of Jesse Warren whose wife!s given name was 
Martha, but whose maiden surname I have not as yet learned - she married second 
Benjamin Bell, as his second wife, both being our ancestors and Benjamin Bell, being 
a soldier of the War of 1812,gives us our eligibility for the War of 1612 societies. 
I think I have sent you the names of the wives in the Warren line, but if I have not 
I shall be glad to supply then. 


Other colonial ancestors, descent from vhom gives eligibility to the hereditary 
patriotic organizations of the colonial period, are Willian Spencer who was a member 
of the House of Burgesses, Major Robert Shepard (whose activity consituting eligi- 
bility to his descendants I do not recall at the moment), Captain Charles Barham, 
member of the House of Burgesses, Sheriff and Captain of Horse commanding the Surry 
troops in the campaign against the Indians in 1676, possibly Captain John Clements, 
commander of the Bacon forces in Surry County during Bacon's Rebellion, and prob- 
ably several others - I have the Reverend Robert Bracewell or Braswell, member of 
the House of Burgesses, etc., and several others that I trace back to on my Gwaltney 
line, but if I recall correctly thie is not your line.

I do not recall whether our ancestor Jeremiah Clements who came to Virginia 
before 1620 was a member of the House of Burgesses or performed other services en- 
titling his descendants to membership in the hereditary patriotic organizations for 
the colonial period - of course his arrival before 1620 makes his descendants eligible 
for the OFFV.

I think our lines back to William Spencer and Jeremiah Clement$ are clear and 
fairly well proven. If I recall correctly I got most of the informatich and proof 
on William Spencer from Dr. Holtaclaw's articles in the Virginia Magazine, Volume 
48 and I believe Volume 47. The records show a William Spence and a William 
Spencer and I at first thought that they were the same man but it now appears that 
they were different. Our ancestor was William Spencer who appears to have arrived 
in 1607 or 1608 and was a member of the House of Burgesses about 1624. William 
Spence appears to have been a member of the first legislative body in Inglish 
America, the original Virginia Assembly of 1619.
